Crossed the State Line Into Kansas 
and Met the People of the 
' Kansas City Beyond the 
Kaw. 


KANSAS CITY. Mo.. Mey 1.—President 
Roosevelt spent five houres in Kansas City, 
Mo., today and later was the guest of Kan- 
sas City, Kan., just across the state line, 
for two hours, leaving for the West at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. In the two cities 
the President was driven over a route 15 
miles long, reviewed nearly thirty thousand 
school children, made two speeches, one at 
convention hall, before the greatest crowd 
th:t that noted structure has ever held, 
ani partook of a luncheon at the Baltimore 
Hotel as the guest of the Commercial 
Club of Kansas City., Mo. The party here 
was Elfhu Root, secretary of war, who had 
joined the party at St. Louis at the ex- 
press wish of the President. The reception 
given President Roosevelt was -.intensely 
enthusiastic, and it is estmiated that 100,- 
000 persons, several thousand coming to 
town from surrounding places, gréeted him. 
The schools were closed, business genher- 
aly was suspended, the mayor having pro- 
claimed it a holiday, and many residences 
and business houses were decorated. Never 
before had there been such a general desire 
on the part of citizens to show their esteem 
for a distinguished visitor. 


The presidential party arrived in the city 
from St. Louis at 9:10 in the morning and 
were met by a reception committee 4t Fif- 
teenth street and Askew avenue in the 
southeastern rtion of the city, two miles 
from the business center. 

The reception at the train was brief and 
informal. Five members of the committee, 
J. F. Richards and E. M. Clendenning, 
president and secretary, respectively, of 
the Commercial Club; H. W: Evans, chair- 
man of the reception committee; Mayor J. 
A. Reed and Col. Willlam R. Nelson, alone 
entering the private car of the President 
to greet him. There was a eat crowd. on 
hand, and it cheered from the moment the 
train hove in eight until the President's 
carriage moved away for a drive a few 
minutes later at the head of a long line 
of carriages. A detachment of mounted 
police, together with the Third regiment, 
M. N. G., which had just returned from 
St. Louls, acted ag an escort. The route 
stariing from the train took in five miles 
of Kansas City’s boulevard system. Pass- 
ir first through the Pazo, a driveway a 
mile in length, and almost a block wide, 
the President waa greeted by over 2,000 
school children, white and black, from pri- 
vate and public schools, who stood seven 
deep on the grass plot between the two 
driveways and formed a line that extended 
for three blocks. 

When President Roosevelt appeared each 
of the children waved a tiny American 
flag, cheering the while and finally as the

The President at 1:45 was delivered inte 
the hands of a committee of the Mercan- 
tile Club of Kansas City, Kan., and he 
became the — of that city. Evan H. 
Brown, president of the Mercantile Club, 
presented Mr. Roosevelt with a large silk 
sunflower and he was escorted to a Car- 
riage decorated with sunflowers and silken 
American flags. 

The other members of the party and 
the reception committee entered carriages 
and a start for the Kansas side was made 
A company of the Fourth U. 8S. cavdlry, 
in command of Capt. Tyree Rivers, who 
was with the President in Cuba, and a 
squad of mounted police acted as escort 
to the state’ line in the wholesale district 
of the west bottoms. As the party passed 
beneath the bluffs overlooking the Union 
depot a presidential salute was fired from 
Gannon placed high above the procession 
The arrival at the state line. was an- 
nounced by a steam whistle at a nearby 
packing houee. At this signal every 
whistle {in the city added its strength to 
the nuise and church bells everywhere were 
rung. 

The party then was driven back to the 
state line to the Live Stock Exchange, 
where a demonstration by the stockmen in 
honor of the President was witnessed. 

From the stock yards the party was 
driven through the surburban towns of 
Rosedale, Armourdale and Armstrong, en- 
———- 3000 more school children and 
crowds of patriotic citizens. 

At the Union Pacific Station at Arm- 
strong the President, fust before the de- 
parture for the West, received a delegation 
of students from the Kansas City Uul- 
versity, who presented to him a gold badge, 
set with pearls and diamonds, and desig- 
nating him an honorary member of the 
University Library Association. The train 
started for Lawrence and Topeka, Kan., at 
4 o'clock.

The ceiling was heavily massed with 
the exposition colors. while the walls were 
draped with flags of all nations. 

President Francis presided. At his right 
sut President Roosevelt, while on his left 
was former President Cleveland. Others 
at this table were Mrs. James L. Blair, 
Mrs. Francis, the French ambassador, the 
Mexican ambassador, Secretaries Root and 
Hitchcock, Generals Miles and Corbin and 
Mayor Wells. 

The dinner was a choice one and ex- 
tremely well served. Although it was not 
intended to have any speeches, the jollity 
and good-fellowship which sympolized the 
occasion did their work. At 8:15, before 
the dinner was over, and while the salad 
was being served, President Francis rose 
to make a few remarks. 

He spoke generally as to the success of 
the dedication ceremonies. In cloging he 
called upon President Roosevelt. Great 
applause met the President. and napkins 
were waved frantically in the air by men 
and women throughout the room iin 
greeting. 
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Fair’s Success Is Predicted 
by President at Banquet Table 


President Roosevelt complimented Pres- 
ident Francis and his associates in the 
warmest terms upon the difficulties they 


had overcome and the progress they had 


made. He expressed himself as sure that 
the Fair would be a conspicuous success. 

In closing he said: “I do not think that 
anything that thas begun so well can fail 
to end well also. All states of the Louls- 
lana purchase and all states of the na- 
tion must feel Apprectenee of the effi- 
ciency with which you are doing your 
work. I drink your health.’’ 

Dinner was then proceeded with. but 

other speeches were made at 
The Mexican ambassador and the French 
ambassador both spoke briefly, on being 
introduced by President Francis. 
“The most distinguished private citizen 
in the world,"’ as Mr. Francis termed ex- 
President. Cleveland, was received enthusi- 
astically. He made a-speech abounding in 
humor and provoking. a great deal of 
laughter. 

“Il cannot explain this applause bestowed 
on a private citizen,”’ he said, ‘“‘except on 
one of two unds. One is that you are 
only too glad to call me a private citizen. 
The other is.that you are not only willing 
to bestow proses on him who holds the chief 
office in the nation, but are also willing to 
show. consideration to him who has held 
gy ' 
In closing the speaker said: “Even the 
present chief executive must some day be- 
come a private citizen again. Let us re- 
member that the chief executive is sur 
representative. If necessary, let us give 
him the benefit of every doubt.”’

MONTREAL, May 1—A woman believed 
here to have recently come from 6t. Louis, 
and a man accomplice, got $13,000 from a 
rich man here by torture. 

The pair are passing under the name of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Barber. The 
woman is middle-aged and prematurely 
gray. Police Chief Carpenter said today: 

“Barber is the name we have, but the 
woman has given us an assumed name. 
The pair have operated successfully in 
New York, Boston, St. Paul, Chicago and 
St. Louis. Il have now information from 
the chiefs of police of one of these cities 
that they are wanted there. 

‘“‘Delphose Camille Brosseau, one of the 
wealthiest mren in Montreal. advertised a 
safe for sale, and on Saturday a miuddle- 
aged woman, prematurely gray, calied at 
his store and told him’ she thougat she 
could sell the safe if he was wuling to 
give her a commission. 

‘To this propusition Mr. Brosseau readily 
assented, and the woman told him to meet 
her at her home, 21 Chesterfield avenue, 
West Mount, a fashionable suburb of 
Montreal, on Monday morning at 9 o’clock 
and she would have the prospective pur- 
chaser present. 

This Mr. Brosseau did and was met at 
the door by ‘‘Mrs. Barber,’’ who, when he 
entered the parlor, threw her arms about 
his neck and assured him she was pas- 
sionately fond ef old. French-Canadian 
gentlemen. 

Before Mr. Brosseau realized the situa- 
tion a tall, powerful man emerged from a 
closet, armed with a knife and revolver, 
and in thunderous tones demanded to know 
what Mr. Brosseau meant by caressing his 
wife. He said that nothing less than $50,- 
000 and a statement to the effect that Bros- 
seau had been euty of misconduct with 
‘“‘Mrs. Barber’’ would atone for the wrong. 

A fight followed and the merchant was 
badly used up. He was stabbed and 
bruised. /itandcuffs were put on him, after 
which the first demand for -$50,000 was 
made and rcfused. 

Torturing was then begun. Locked al- 
most continuously in a pitch dark closet 
for 4 hours, released at intervals only for 
further brutality, frequently menaced with 
death by his muscular captor and mocked 
with the simulated sympathy of the wom- 
an who had trapped him, Brosseau, who 
had endured all rather than pay the $65v,- 
0v0 demanded for his ransom, reluctantly 
signed checks for $13,000 on a false prom- 
ise of instant. freedom. 

The victim was stabbed in the leg soon 
after by his captors and was threatened 
with asrevolver many times. Often the 
wound was reopened to make it bleed the 
more, 

Handcuffs were clamped about his Wrists 
and he was beaten and otherwise mal- 
treated each time he declined to sign an 
order on his benk for the $50,000. Kept 
without food, even a glass of water being 
refused throughout his terrible experience, 
the rich business man stoically pei sisted 
in his opposition, carrying his obstinacy 
to a point where he became convinced a 
continuance would result in his deliberate 
murder. 

He finally broke away in time to have the 
Cecoy arrested.

St. Louis flowers believe that spring has 
fully arrived. Forty-eight hours of warm 


weather would make Shaw's Botanica!

SPENT 21 DAYS IN BITING 
COLD ON THE NEW TRAIL 


Miners Treated Her as Queen and She 
Found Hearts of Gold Under the 
Dirty Working Coats 
They Wore.

BOISE CITY, Idaho, April 28.—One of the 
biggest and fiercest rushes ever made for 
gold into any country, Will early § this 
spring, it is prophesied, descend on the 
new goid fields in Thunder mountain region 
of Idaho.

NBW YORK, May 1.—The strikes of me- 
chanics and laborers which has beet looked 
for today, did not materialize to the extent 


that had been anticipated, although a grea: 
many men, including 30,000 Italian excava- 
tors, are out. 

The strike ordered by the Teamsters’ 
Union last night has not as yet reached 
any propestions. The orders were issued 
to 4 members, but not one-fourth of 
these quit work. 

Some 30,000 Itallan excavators and rock- 
men engaged on the subway angwered the 
call for a strike by their leader today. 
They ask $2 a day for all men, experienced 
and inexperienced, while the contractors 
Say they can pay this to e rienced men 
only. The strikers ed the streets, 
each waving an American flag. strike 
practically put a stop to work on the sub- 
way and also on excavations for new build- 


ngs. 
The strke of the boller makers was set- 
tled last night, and the shipyards today are 
operating with full forces. Another strike 
settled today was that on Muscoot dam, 
the 300 men returning to work. 

In the building trades there is not a 
strike to interfere with work, the only trou- 
ble being that occasioned by the dfferences 
between the Amalgamated and Bro 
hood Carpenters.

HOW IRON CHANCELLOR

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, May 1.,—Several extremly in- 
teresting and hitherto unpublished letters 


from Bismarck to his wife during the 
Franco-Prussian war have recently ap- 
peared in the Gartenlaube. A further in- 
stallment of the letters is to be published 
shortly, and the whole of them are to be 
afterward published in book form. The 
first batch of letters are as follows: 


TRAVELING TO THE FRONT. 
Mayence, Aug. 2, '70.—My Dear Heart: 
We arrived here safely at 7 o'clock this 


morning, tired but well. I have slert four 
hours in bed, and should now have to go to 
the King if I had anything to put on. As 
I have only a night-shirt and my traveling 
suit, I have sent Abeken. Engel was smart 
enough to leave all my things to come on 
bv the next train; that is due here at 2 
It is, however, just as likely that its freight 
will be separated from us for several! days. 
A bed, pillows, dressing gowns and many 
other wonderful things for which I had no 
use in the railway carriage were carefully 
provided for me, but no linen, no clothes! 
Carl (Count Von Bismarck-Bohlen) attend- 
ed tu the commissariat, and there was, of 
course, four times as much as was wanted. 

We traveled for hours at a crawling rate, 
or remained stationary for hours, accord- 
ing to the progress of the military trains 
ahead of us. Every time I awoke on my 
cushions during the night IE thought of 
the poor boys on their wooden seats and 
of how weary they must be; no news of 
them has reached here yet. 

I took advantage of BIll's birthday yes- 
terday to set a little intrigue in motion to 
get him his ensignship. I don't know if it 
will succeed; the King was surprised that 
he was not yet a noncommissioned officer. 
It grieved me that at the dinner at Hamm 
[I had nothing in which to drink his health 
but hoek and soda water, and nobody to 
klink glasses with but old Bodelschwingh; 
my, neighbor on the other side was his 
majesty. 

My quarters here are with Kupferberg, 
arkh champagne manufacturer, high up 
on the Kastrich, from which there is an 
extensive sunny view over the town, with 
the Rheingau, Weisbaden-Platte and the 
Russia chapel in the distance, but as far 
from the King and everybody else as:-if 
I were stationed at Worms; and then no 
Shirt!

It is difficult for us to get to know exact- 
ly how the fighting has resulted; we have 
about 8000 prisoners and some 40 guns, 
without counting the six mitrailleuses. 
Even the French admit that our men fight 
like heroes, “‘un elan irresistible,’’ and al- 
ways against. steep, fortified heights. The 
cavalry is less exposed, and has not suf- 
fered one-twenticth part of the loss sus- 
tained by the infantry, which must disac- 
custom itself from rushing on the enemy 
in Bersecker fashion, for such good blood 
as that which flows from our soldiers’ 
veins is rare in the world.

HIS SON HERBERT WOUNDED. 

PONT-A-MOUBSON, Aug. 17. 
My Darling: 

I telegraphed you the essential facts. 
We were alarmed at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, rode and drove out about 20 miles, 
when I heard, casually, that the First 
Dragoon Guards had suffered heavily, rode 
10 miles across country amid many ques- 
tiens and little danger, found MHerbert 
wounded in a farm-yard, and Bill paying 
him a visit on the pretext of asking for 
another horse. Herbert looked as usual, 
only he had two holes in his left thigh, one 
where the bullet went in and one where it 
passed out again; he was well bandaged. 

I ordered my carriage to be brought, and 
waited for four hours until it came, but 
found that sitting up was too painful for 
him and the heat too great. I left Kruger 
with him, sent a carriage in which he could 
lie down, and he arrived here safely to- 
day, having had a much cooler night for 
the journey. = 

The two other bullets had passed through 
his clothes, one of them had glanced off 
my black wooden watch, after shattering 
it. I took it from him, giving him in re- 
turn the watch I bought for 10 francs at 
gt Avoid. I shall bring the black one 
home to you, and buy myself a new one 
here. 

Bill’s horse was shot during the attack, 
so that he fell head over heels, and as at 
first thought to be dead. He is. fat and 
jolly, however. 

For Herbert the campaign fs over, and 
if God sends no further misfortune his 
wounds. will be healed tn a few weeks. 
I am sending him at once by rail to Ger- 
many. How would it be if you nurse him 
at Nauheim? If he does not get the Iron 
Cross I will never wear orders again. 

I will not be bitter after God's gracious 
preservation of our two boys, but the lead- 
ership of the First and Second Army ts 
inept, in that the death-defying bravery 
of our men is abused; it is all fish without 
the head, yet we win. The best soldiers in 
Europe are being wasted. Moltke is good, 
but Seinmetz is no general. We fought 
yesterday against double odds, against a 
better position, better rifles and brave 
foes, and ye we were victorious. Adieu, 
my beloved heart, embrace Marie, and fear 
nothing.

DISCOMFORTS OF CAMPAIGNING.
